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CHAPTER 75

AN ACT to amend 343.45 (2) of the statutes, relating to requiring a motor
vehicle dealer to be shown a person’s operator’s license before allow-
ing him to take any of its vehicles on a trial run.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

343.45 {2) of the statutes is amended to read:

343.45 (2} No person shall authorize or knowingly permit a motor
. vehicle owned by him or under his control to he operated upon any high-
way in violation of this chapter or by a person who is not authorized under
this chapter to operate a motor vehicle. No dealer as defined in s. 340.01
(11) (intro. par.) dbut including the persons specified in 8. 340.01 (11) (a),
(b), (c) and (d), shall permit any person to operate any molor vehicle
owned by him or in his possession or control on o trial run unless he has
been shown the person’s valid operator’s or chauffeur’s license (issued by
this state or other jurisdiction) before permitiing the trial run.
